SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


SGI Re 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


The Superintending School Committee of the town of Canaan re- 
.spectfully submit the following Report. 

The history of our schools varies but little from year to year. 
There is always something to commend, and many things to con- 
demn. There is a delectable class of people in all our districts, who 
never visit our schoolrooms, nor form the acquaintance of our teach- 
ers; but whose opinions forestall the committee’s report, and, so far 
as they are concerned, render our labors unneccessary. 

The popular verdict in favor of, or against a school is often as un- 
just as it can possibly be. ‘What every body says’ would doubtless be 
true, if everybody would visit, and carefully observethe discipline 
and drill of our schoc]s. | 

Some of our Prudential Committees have done well, while others 
have well nigh failed. Sufficient care is not exercised in the select- 
ion of teachers. A goad teacher will not succeed equally well in every 
school. Those who hire teachers should take some pains to know 
their own district, and to ascertain the peculiar qualifications de- 
manded in a teacher for that school. Different schools vary as 
much as different teachers. To ignore this fact is often fatal even 
to good schools and good teachers. The different partsof a watch 
may be perfect, but it is not safe to undertake to adjust them in the 
dark. ‘Teachers, either good or poor, should never be employed 
simply because of friendship, attachment to localicy, or desire of 
empleyment. Let their qualifications for that particular school be 
the only test. The interests of a school are too precious to be bar- 
tered away for any selfish consideration. 

Many of our teachers have a very poor estimate of their calling, 


AS 


They seek no special fitness for their work. Ifthey can get through 
without being tripped up by the wisest of their pupils and draw 
their pay at the close ne tern, they seem to have no farther anxiety. - 
‘They take no pains to keep pace with the age. They seldom hear 
the address of the School Cummissioner, attend a T'eacher’s Institute, 
or a term at the Academy. While the world is moving on- 
ward they stand still; and it would be @ miracle if the schools they 
teach should make much progress. We have however some noble 
teachers, who have earned an enviable reputation, and who deserve 
continued patronage, and a more generous support. Many of our 
districts should repair their school houses, improve their black- 
boards, and furnish outline maps. 

There is now a very good degree of uniformity in text books. We 
have thought of reccommending the introduction of Guyot’s Geog- 
raphies. ‘Guyot’ s system is undoubtedly the greatest improvement 
of modern times in this department of education. Bus as Cornell 
has improved his series by falling into line with Guyot, we leave the 
matter to the judgment of our successors. 

We commend our schools to the prayers of our christian people, 
and the sympathies of all. In importance, intellectual culture stands. 
next to the moral andreligious. Laying aside all partisan feeling 
and local prejudice, let us ‘rally around this vital interest of individ- 
wal, state, and national prosperity. 


District No. 1. 

Hiram Barber, Prudential Committee. Miss Kate P. . Blodgett 
was the teacher of both terms. The summer school was all that 
could be reasonably expected. The winter term, with one exception 
was composed of boys; some of whom were well advanced in their 
studies. ‘The teacher possessed both natural and acquired abilities 
of abigh order. The school was successfnl. 


District No. 2. 

George Lathop, Prudential Committee. Miss Anna E. Davis taught 
both terms. Possessing rare abilities for teaching and governing, 

coupled with indomitable energy, she succeeded in bringing’ this. 
school to a degree of perfection seldom attained. Ia fact teacher 
and scholar seemed to vie with each other in their endeavers to pro-, 
mote the highest interests of the school. Your committee 1s of o- 
pinion that ‘this school should be divided, ‘either by grading or 
setting off a portion into another district. 


District No, 3. 
T. J. Hardy, Prudential Committee. Miss Josie S. Chase presided 
over this school with marked ability and success. 
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District No. 4. 

Frank Dustin,Prudential Committee. Maria A. Temple, teacher- 
This school commenced under favorable auspices, but at the expir- 
ation of eight weeks it was brought to a sudden close by the il 
health of the teacher. ‘This is more to be regretted from the fact 
there was no summer school on account of repairing the house, which 
is now one of the best in town. . 

District No. 6. 

Alonzo L. Lary, Prudential Committee. There was but one 
term of school in this district this year. Miss Mary E. Robinson, 
the teacher, labored hard, and was rewarded with a good degree of 
success. Order good, instruction thorough, ana more than usual 
progress in reading. Theschocl was interrupted, and the pupils 
suffeted a portion of the time fur the want of a more e¢omfortable 
achool-house. 

District No. 6. BPE 

Barnes Chase, Prudential Committee. ‘The only term during the 
year was taught by Miss Carrie M. George, who proved to be the 
right person in the right place. Miss George took great interest in 
her school. Good order, good feeling, and raptd progress was the 
result. Friend Chase, can’t you pers:zade your @istrict to build a 
nice little school house for the encouragement of these promising 
boys and girls? 

District Na. 7. 

Benj. Wooster, and N. P. Taplin Prudential Committee. The sum 
mer term was taught by Miss Lizzie /:. Tyler with a fair degree of 
success. She was not able to maintain as good order inthis schoot 
as she has in other districts, ‘The examination in some of the stud- 
ies was very satisfactory. ‘The winter term was taught by Miss Jue 
lia Flanders. The order during school-heurs was good. Some 
think the discipline was too rigid, while others think- nothing but 
rigid disripline can succeed ina school like this. The opinions 
were so varied, and the discussions so violent concerning the school, 
that the committee was surprised to find it in as good a condition as: 
it was the last day, The pupils answered promptly, and generally 
correctly. The arithmetic classes especially did themselves credit. 
One thing perhaps more than any other contributed to this result : 
the teacher required every Jesson to be thoroughly before a new one 
Was given. 

Small School. The summer term was tauzht by Miss Josie 8. 
Chase, well known and highly appreciated by the district. This is 
the third time she has been called to serve us in the same place. 
jhe governed and instructed the school tothe satisfaction of the com.

mittee, eg the district. 

Miss Loraine Wilson taught the winter term. Her ability to 
govern was put to a severe test, but being well sustained by the dis- 
trict, the difficulties were overcome, and the school proved a very 
successful one. By hard work, and a commendable pride in her 
profession, Miss W. has earned a good reputation as a teacher in 
this community. 


District No. 8. 

Byron Clark, Prudential Committee. ‘The services “of Miss Maria 
Temple were secured for the summer term. Miss T. understands 
her business ; and with a little more energy and confidence in her- 
self would succeed even better than she has. She kept a profitable 
school. | 

The winter term was under the charge of Miss Ellsworth, an ex- 
perienced teacher. She did not give universal satisfaction, though 
we could see nothing to complain of when we visited the school. 


District No. 9. 

James Tyler, Prudential Committee. Miss Autancia F, Kendall 
taught the summer term. It was her first attempt. She gave al- 
most universal satisfaction, With experience Miss K. will make a 
successful tea cher. 

The winter term was under the instruction ot Mr. Wm. M. Bar- 
ber, whois just entering upon the profession. The examination 
showed order and progress. We heard of no complaint on the part 
of the district. With practice Mr. Barber will succeed. 


District No. 10 ; 
Benj. P. Nichols, Prudential Committee. Miss Eveline M. Jones 
presided over the first term, with ease, dignity, and with great sat- 
isfaction to parents and pupils. Miss Jones never makes a failure. 
The second term was taught by Miss Lizzie Webster. We had 
not the pleasure of a final examination. A good school, no doubt. 


District No. 11 

Clark Clough, Prudential Committee. Both terms were taught 
by Miss Sarah J. Harris. Some of our teachers have passed better 
examinations, but none have succeeded better during the year in 
teaching. She fills her pupils with enthusiasm 3; and in their final 
examinations they answer more questions in a given time, and with 
fewer mistakes, than any school we have visited. She promised that 
all of her scholars who did not receive an absent or tardy mark dur- 
ing the first term should have their names recorded in our report.
